Roosevelt did not m his message enter 
more fully into tbe question of "ship 
subsidies" and at least hiive given some 
suggestion a$ to thp best method of 
building up our "rneieltant marine,'" 
sajs the Cincinnati Enquirer. More of 
the message couid ha^ e been most prof- 
itably employed had President Hoose- 
veit entered into a histoucal detail, 
which, while it would h.ue perhaps 
trenched on the pet tlieorj of the policy 
of tbe Republican party, would have 
solved tbe reason why the commercial 
marine of the Lmted States is now in a 
dwarfed condition. It was not always 
so. Within forty-five years the comniei- 
cial marine of the United States v,as not 
only the pride of this country, but was 
the envy of all peoples who in 1SOG 
sent their hardy sailors to all lands in 
a commercial marine. President lloose- 
vt;!t in that decade had not made his 
infant arrival, and consequently it was 
not possible for him to have personal i 
experience, as had other, but not better, 
statesmen who bad been !>orn in tbe 
earlier decades of the nineteenth cen- 
tary.
